ArimssI 
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attacked

A FRAIL 101-year-old man 
from Northampton was 
left with numerous cuts 
and bruises after a gang of 
yobs kicked away his walk¬ 
ing stick and pushed him 
over. 

The pensioner, who has poor 
eyesight and hearing, was walk¬ 
ing through Spencer Haven, a 
sheltered housing complex, when 
a group of boys came up behind 
him. 

The man challenged the group, 
thought to have included boys as 
young as 11 and 12 years old, but 
then felt two hands on his back 
and he was pushed to the floor. 

The thugs fled the scene after¬ 
wards, while their elderly victim 
suffered cuts to his wrist, arm 
and face and a swollen nose. 


The brave pensioner managed 
to make his way to the nearby 
Londis shop in Gladstone Road, 
where an ambulance was called 
and the man received medical at¬ 
tention. 

Justine Hibberd, a shop assist¬ 
ant at Londis who saw the pen¬ 
sioner shortly after the attack, 
said: “I heard someone asking 
him if he was OK and I turned 
and saw that he was all bruised 
and had blood all over his face. 

“I called an ambulance and got 
him a seat. I don’t think he real¬ 
ised how badly he was hurt. He is 
a really nice old man and always 
comes into the shop to buy his pa¬ 
per and little bits and bobs.” 

Police are appealing for infor¬ 
mation about the assault as they 
believe it may not have been an 
isolated incident and that there 


may have been similar incidents 
in recent weeks that have not 
been reported. 

One resident, who did not wish 
to be named, said a gang of youths 
were regularly causing problems 
for the elderly community living 
in the area. 

She said: “They drink alcohol 
and climb trees. 

“My car has been vandalised 
numerous times. They steal 
things from my garden and they 
just have no respect for anything 
or anybody.” 

Councillor Roger Conroy (Lib 
Dem, Spencer), said: “The man 
has lived through two world wars 
and has given a lot to this coun¬ 
try. To be treated like that is not 
acceptable. 

“We can’t allow this sort of 
thing to happen.”

A blooming 
great result 


MEMBERS of the public, 
community groups and 
businesses who helped 
Northampton achieve its 
best-ever finish in the Brit¬ 
ain in Bloom award were 
honoured during a ceremo¬ 
ny at the Guildhall. 

For the first time, Northamp¬ 
ton achieved a silver award in 
the Britain in Bloom competition 
after winning the East Midland 
in Bloom category for the second 
year in a row. 

On Monday, the Mayor of 
Northampton, Councillor Mari¬ 
anne Taylor, presented certifi¬ 
cates to the winners and run¬ 
ners-up in a range of categories, 
including best hanging basket, 
best community garden project 
and best front garden. 

The winners, who all received 
national garden centre vouch¬ 
ers donated by the Northampton 
Town Centre Partnership, in¬ 
cluded Colwyn Road Residents 
Association, Castle Environmen¬ 
tal Group and Abington Park. 


Councillor Taylor said: “It was 
a tremendous effort this year and 
shows the stability we have in 
Northampton. 

“I think public areas of the 
town looked particularly good 
and I think it really brought peo¬ 
ple into the town centre. 

“I think some of the baskets in 
Colwyn Road also looked fantas¬ 
tic and it’s great that we have peo¬ 
ple in the town who want to make 
it a nice place to live and work. 

“I think it also helps to build 
community spirit and I’m hoping 
we can do even better next year. 

“We are already starting to try 
to think of things we can do to im¬ 
prove and win gold in 2011.” 

Councillor Trini Crake (Lib 
Dem, Boughton Green), cabinet 
member for environment, said: 
“The competition gives a reason 
to bring the town together. It cre¬ 
ates a cohesiveness and puts the 
heart back into the community.” 

Landlady of the Spinney Hill 
pub, Grace Murison, who has 
won an East Midlands in Bloom 
Silver award for two years in a 


row, said: “The customers love 
all the flowers and it really adds 
to the atmosphere in the area. 
The kids all gather round and it 
makes Spinney Hill a safer place 
to be as people want to look after 
it.” 

Other winners included Ab¬ 
ington Vale Primary School and 
the Choices Group, who hold a 
weekly litter pick in Abington 
Park, while Friends of Delapre 
Abbey received special awards 
from the East Midlands in Bloom 
committee. 
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MP probes 
five deaths 


AN MP has written to the 
Health Secretary asking 
him to urgently look into 
the cases of residents fol¬ 
lowing neglect at a North¬ 
ampton nursing home. 

Five people died at Parkside 
House Nursing Home, in St Mat¬ 
thew’s Parade, between July 22 
and August 6,2009, with a Serious 
Case Review finding they had all 
suffered neglect. 

Brian Binley, Conservative MP 
for Northampton South, has now 
raised concerns with the Health 
Secretary, Andrew Lansley, that 
the county coroner, Anne Pem- 
ber, had “let the public down” 
in recording verdicts of natural 


causes, which meant no criminal 
investigations could take place. 

He wrote: “Despite the fact that 
all evidence suggested ‘severe ne¬ 
glect’ no inquest was held into the 
deaths, no details were released 
at the time and a verdict of natu¬ 
ral causes was recorded. 

“I have therefore written to the 
coroner asking her to re-open the 
inquiry in light of the fact that 
grade four pressure sores would 
have involved blood poisoning 
with flesh rotting to the bone. 

“Indeed photographs were tak¬ 
en to show the state of these sores 
for use during the autopsy which 
were available and which pro¬ 
voked horror in those that have 
seen them. 


“Consequently the coroner’s 
decision is brought into serious 
question. 

“The coroner’s job is also to pro¬ 
tect the general public and raise 
the profile of any misdemeanours 
which may be taken up thereafter 
by other relevant bodies. 

“That did not happen in this 
case and again the general public 
were let down.” 

Mr Binley also questioned 
whether the Care Quality Com¬ 
mission (CQC) watchdog should 
have picked up the signs of poor 
management at Parkside House 
earlier and put in improvement 
measures. 

The MP has written to Mrs 
Pember and the CQC separately. 


Race money needed

already been 


collected and calculat¬ 
ed by the charity. 

Donations on spon¬ 
sorship forms were 
left for entrants to 
collect and send in 
and this is the money 
Cancer Research UK is 
still waiting for. 

A spokesman for the 


charity said: “I think 
people forget to collect 
some of the money and 
as time goes on they 
think that we won’t 
take it any more. 

“We just want to en¬ 
courage people not to 
forget to collect and 
send in the money.”

Police to 
step up 
patrols 


AS THE festive par¬ 
tying season ap¬ 
proaches, police of¬ 
ficers have warned 
that they are step¬ 
ping up their night¬ 
time powers, includ¬ 
ing banning people 
from Northampton 
town centre. 

Northamptonshire 
Police are looking to in¬ 
crease their use of Sec¬ 
tion 27 powers, which 
allows officers to ban 
disruptive drinkers 
from certain areas for a 
set period of time. 

Police say recent tri¬ 
als have been extremely 
effective in dispersing 
trouble before it esca¬ 
lates into something 
more serious. 

The move is part of 


Operation Nightsafe, 
Northamptonshire Po¬ 
lice’s campaign to re¬ 
duce alcohol-related 
crime. 

Chief Insp Dave Law- 
son, leading on Opera¬ 
tion Nightsafe, said: “As 
we approach the winter 
and in particular the 
Christmas and New year 
period we will be re-us- 
ing tactics which have 
worked well for us over 
the summer as we tackle 
the impact of alcohol on 
our streets. 

“We’re also trying out 
some new approaches as 
we continue to try and 
engage with people and 
make them realise the 
impact of their actions 
while under the influ¬ 
ence. 

“We want people, the 
pubs, clubs and retailers 


to know that we will be 
taking action over the 
coming months.” 

An increasing number 
of police officers will also 
wear video cameras at¬ 
tached to their uniforms 
as part of the campaign. 

The cameras are able 
to capture everything an 
officer sees and can sup¬ 
port the identification of 
individuals committing 
an offence or causing 
disorder, as well as pro¬ 
vide clarity of an inci¬ 
dent when witnesses are 
limited. 

Chief Insp Lawson 
added: “We will be tar¬ 
geting people who drink 
irresponsibly as well as 
the very small percent¬ 
age of licensed premises 
that choose to ignore the 
law and the conditions 
of their licence.” 


More 

labelled 

obese 

MORE than 1,500 
people in Northamp¬ 
tonshire were diag¬ 
nosed with diabetes 
in the last year and 
more than 3,000 were 
labelled obese. 

The shocking rise 
has prompted cam¬ 
paigners to call on 
local authorities to 
encourage people to 
stay fit. 

Figures from 

Diabetes UK show 
around a seven per 
cent increase in the 
number of people 
with type two diabe¬ 
tes, increasing from 
27,416 in 2008-09 to 
28,999 in 2009-10. 

The results from 
the East Midlands 
Strategic Health Au¬ 
thority also show 
3,419 people in the 
county were regis¬ 
tered as obese by 
their GP. The coun¬ 
ty’s figures reflect a 
general rise in East 
Midlands and also 
across the country. 

Peter Shorrick, the 
Midlands regional 
manager for Diabe¬ 
tes UK, said: “Many, 
but not all, people 
develop Type 2 dia¬ 
betes because they 
are overweight or 
obese.”

GLOBAL superstar Sir El¬ 
ton John is to play his first 
concert in Northampton¬ 
shire for a decade when he 
visits the town as part of a 
select tour next summer. 

The Rocket Man, who has sold 
more than 250 million records, 
will take to the stage at North¬ 
amptonshire County Cricket 
club’s Wantage Road on June 25. 
Sir Elton will visit the town as 
part of a short three-night tour, 
taking in Hove, near Brighton, 
and Shrewsbury. 

More than 15,000 tickets will be 
go on sale at 9am on Thursday for 
the huge open-air show, which 
will be all-seated on the outfield 
and in the stands. 

It will be the first time Sir Elton 
has played in Northamptonshire 
since 2000, when the Grammy 
Award-winning star played at 
Castle Ashby. 

Deputy chief executive and 
commercial director of North¬ 
amptonshire Cricket Club, Perry 
Deakin, said the concert was a 
fabulous event for both the club 
and the town. 

He said: “We are all very excit¬ 
ed and it has been very difficult 
for us not to say anything before 


now because we have been in ne¬ 
gotiations with the promoters for 
a couple of months. 

“They have looked at other 
venues in the area and it is fabu¬ 
lous for the cricket club .

Hit-and-run 
driver jailed 


A PENSIONER suffered serious 
injuries when she was thrown 
into the air by a speeding car 
while on her way to bingo, a 
court heard. 

Albert King, 35, then sped off after hit¬ 
ting the 67-year-old in Weedon Road in 
April 2008. 

He was jailed for three years at North¬ 
ampton Crown Court after giving him¬ 
self up, having originally fled to Barba¬ 
dos. 

Ben Gow, prosecuting, said King had 
taken his then-girlfriend’s VW Polo,

was driving without headlights, on the 
wrong side of the road, when he struck 
Susan Davies, spending her spinning 
into the air outside Beacon Bingo on 
April 1, 2008. 

She suffered a broken leg and pelvis 
and has since needed a hip replacement. 

King, now of Southend-on-Sea, was 
sentenced to three consecutive terms, 
totalling three years and banned from 
driving for five years. 

He admitted dangerous driving, jump¬ 
ing bail, aggravated vehicle taking, driv¬ 
ing while unfit through drugs, without a 
licence or insurance. 

Sentencing him, Judge Richard Bray 
said the two-year maximum sentence 
for dangerous driving “was manifestly 
too low”. 

He said: “If you had killed this lady, 
the sentence could have been a number 
of years. It’s only by luck she survived, 


albeit in a miserable state.” 

“It is a miracle she was not killed in 
these circumstances. 

“She suffered extreme distress and 
suffers now as a result of what you did 
to her; a piece of appalling reckless driv¬ 
ing. 

“Not content with that, you then set off 
again, and you must have known what 
you had done, to carry out quite another 
episode of dangerous driving, having 
the effrontery to show off in front of the 
police station, driving round in circles. 

“When the police came out, as you no 
doubt intended, there was another epi¬ 
sode of dangerous driving. 

“There is a number of aggravating 
factors, worst of all you were driving un¬ 
der the influence of cocaine, without a 
licence, which you have never bothered 
to obtain, and no insurance. Consecu¬ 
tive sentences are merited.”

AFTER knocking down a pensioner, 
Albert King then sped to Campbell 
Square Police Station and performed 
“doughnuts” before speeding off.

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Fake wedding 
couple jailed 


A COUPLE who had 
never met each other 
before their fake wed¬ 
ding day in Northamp¬ 
ton have been jailed. 

Nigerian bride Daureen 
Emeka, 37, paid Portuguese 
“groom” Jose Castanheira, 36, 
£750 to marry him. 

But bigamist Castanheira 
was already married to a Cam¬ 
eroon woman, whom he wed 
several years earlier in ex¬ 
change for £3,000. 

They are the latest “couple” 
to be jailed after marrying in 
Northampton. Earlier this 
year, 10 African’s and non-UK 
EU nationals were jailed for 
up to two years each after be¬ 
ing caught in a swoop by police 
and immigration officers. 

The Rev Michael Hills, 
of Holy Sepulchre and St 
Michael’s churches in North¬ 
ampton, raised the alarm when 
he began to suspect his church¬ 
es were being targeted for sham 
marriages. It resulted in up to a 
dozen people being arrested. 

Bristol Crown Court heard 
they tied the knot in North¬ 
ampton two years ago to try to 
secure permanent residency 
in the UK for Emeka. After 


marrying, they never met 
again until they stood side by 
side in the dock. 

Castanheira, who worked 
under the false identity Joao 
Santos at Walkers Midshire 
Foods in Leicester, also com¬ 
mitted a string of other offenc¬ 
es, including acting as a fixer 
for a separate sham wedding 
in Bristol. 

That couple, who were 
charged and bailed, have dis¬ 
appeared and are wanted by 
the UK Border Agency. 

Castanheira was arrested 
by officers from the agency’s 
Portishead-based immigration 
crime team in April this year. 
During an interview, he ad¬ 
mitted receiving £500 to help 
arrange the Bristol wedding. 
Investigations revealed he 
had used 13 different aliases 
during his time in the UK. 

Castanheira was sentenced 
to two years and eight months’ 
imprisonment after pleading 
guilty last month to a total of 
six offences. They included 
organising a sham wedding, fa¬ 
cilitating illegal immigration 
by marrying Emeka, providing 
false documents and bigamy. 

Emeka, who admitted a 
charge of obtaining leave to

remain by deception, was 
jailed for 12 months. 

Both face deportation from 
the UK at the end of their pris¬ 
on terms. 

Zaira Munsif, who led the 
UK Border Agency’s investi¬ 
gation, said: “People should 
not be under the illusion that 
a sham marriage is a ticket to 
permanent residency in the 
UK. It’s not. 



“We will, at any stage before, 
during or after a suspected 
sham wedding, take action to 
ensure people can’t put down 
roots in Bristol, or the rest of 
the country, without permis¬ 
sion to do so. Anyone who 
wishes to work, study, visit 
or live in the UK should use 
the legitimate routes set up 
for this purpose and not abuse 
our immigration laws.”

Honrdiuff Morreiure 
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Probe into 
child abuse

despite sex offence claims in 1997 


THE Church of England is 
to launch an investigation 
into how two priests were 
allowed to continue work¬ 
ing despite being accused 
of serious child abuse of¬ 
fences in Northampton¬ 
shire. 

The Rev Colin Pritchard, now 
67, was the vicar of St Barnabas 
in Bexhill-on-Sea, East Sussex, 
until 2007, despite having been 
first reported to police for sex of¬ 
fences against boys in Northamp¬ 
ton and Wellingborough 10 years 
earlier. 

He was only suspended when 
a new safeguarding officer at the 
diocese decided he was a risk to 
children. 

Pritchard was jailed for five 
years in July 2008 at Northampton 
Crown Court after he admittedfour 
indecent assaults of two under¬ 
age boys and three acts of gross 
indecency dating back to the ear¬ 
ly 1980s. 

The unmarried retired vicar 
was in charge of a church in 
Northamptonshire until 1989 and 
it was during this period that the 
abuse happened, allegedly with 
Roy Cotton, who died before be¬ 
ing prosecuted. 

The boys were also said to 
have been abused by Roy Cotton, 
who worked as a parish priest in 
Brede near Rye, East Sussex, but 
prosecutors decided there was 
not enough evidence to charge 
him before he died in September 
2006. 

The allegations emerged after 
an investigation following the 
acquittal of a former alter boy 
accused of murdering an elderly 
vicar. 

Christopher Hunnisettwas orig¬ 
inally found guilty of murdering 
81-year-old Ronald Glazebrook 
following a trial in 2002, but a 
jury cleared him at last month’s 
re-trial at Lewes Crown Court 
after hearing evidence that 


the vicar had sexually abused 
him. 

Cotton had also been convicted 
of a sexual offence against a boy in 
1954 but was allowed to return to 
his profession despite church 
concerns. 

The Archdeacon of Lewes 
and Hastings, the Ven Philip 
Jones, confirmed the Church had 
launched an investigation. 

He said in a statement: “The 


Diocese of Chichester gives the 
protection of children the highest 
priority and takes seriously all 
concerns raised. 

“As we have indicated, a re¬ 
view is being undertaken into 
safeguarding practice in the dio¬ 
cese. 

“We do not wish to pre-empt 
the outcome of that review and 
are unable to comment until it is 
completed,” he added.

She said: “I’ve always loved animals 
and I’m into buying weird and wonder¬ 
ful ones. 


“A soon as I saw them advertised it 
was an impulsive decision, I knew I 
wanted them. 

“The man I bought them off lives in 
Uttoxeter and I went straight up there 
to see them. He imports them from Scan- 
danavia and loans them out for film 
work.” 

The two 18-month-old reindeers, aptly 
named Prancer and Dancer, will be the 
star feature in the first ever Christmas 
grotto at Whites Nurseries fruit and 
vegetable specialists in Northampton, 
co-owned by Amanda’s fiance, James 
White. 

Miss Drage said: “Whites sells Christ¬ 
mas trees at this time of year so we are 
going to get a grotto up and running and 
the reindeers will be a big part of the 
entertainment. Next year I want to get 


them to pull a sleigh. 

“I think the children and adults alike 
will love it.

Violent offenders cautioned 


LATEST figures show vio¬ 
lent offenders are twice 
as likely to receive a cau¬ 
tion than be dealt with by 
a court. 

Figures released by the 
Home Office have revealed 
the number of people dealt 
with in courts throughout 
2009 for acts of violence 
against other people was 
492 in total. This is com¬ 
pared to the 902 cautions 


handed out to offenders for 
the same type of crime. 

A large number of cau¬ 
tions were also given out 
for offences of theft and 
handling stolen goods, 655 
in total. This is compared 
to the 1,107 offenders who 
were dealt with in the 
county’s crown and magis¬ 
trates’ courts for the same 
type of offences. 

Figures from the 12- 


month period ending in 
March 2009 show a reduc¬ 
tion in the number of cau¬ 
tions handed out in the pre¬ 
vious year, 4,305 compared 
to the 5,388 issued during 
the 12-month period end¬ 
ing in March 2008. 

It comes after Chief Con¬ 
stable of Northampton¬ 
shire, Adrian Lee said his 
officers needed to solve 
more crimes following 


the news that the force 
solves less than one in four 
crimes. 

Chief Supt Ian McNeill, 
head of criminal justice, 
said: “It should be stressed 
that cautions and final rep¬ 
rimands can be cited in any 
future criminal proceed¬ 
ings and where a serious 
offence has occurred we 
will look to bring that indi¬ 
vidual to court.”

“After a few years 
of uncertainty, there 
is a sigh of relief from 
crew and passengers 
alike now that we 


have been given such 
a prestigious new 
home.” 

Anne Page, a vol¬ 
unteer crew member, 
said: “It is very excit¬ 
ing. We were worried 
about finding some¬ 
thing and this is more 
of a permanent home 
and we will be able 
to work on the boat, 
as we have access to 
both sides here.” 

Paul Arnold, En¬ 
vironment Agency 
project manager, 
said: “We are pleased 
to be able to help St 
John Ambulance. 

“The crew provides 
a wonderful service 
to people in the town 
who may otherwise 
not be able to enjoy 
the River Nene first 
hand. 

“Northampton 
Marina is a flagship 
project that will help 
to put Northampton 
on the boating map.”

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Cannabis factory 
is hidden in home 


POLICE officers who 
raided a residential 
house in Northamp¬ 
ton found it had been 
turned into a canna¬ 
bis factory. 

Two homes in Pilton 
Close, Rectory Farm, 
were raided on August 10 
in a co-ordinated swoop as 
part of Operation Guard¬ 
ian. 

While an unlicensed air 
weapon was found at one 
address, they discovered 
a sophisticated cannabis 
factory inside a nearby 
home. Two Vietnamese 
illegal immigrants were 
arrested as officers found 
281 cannabis plants inside 
the makeshift factory. 

Thach Nguyen, aged 24, 
was yesterday jailed for 18 
months after she admitted 
producing class B drugs. A 
16-year-old youth arrested 
at the time is now on the 
run having disappeared 
after Northampton magis¬ 
trates gave him bail. 

Sentencing, Judge Ri¬ 
chard Bray said: “The 


trouble is these factories 
are growing like mush¬ 
rooms everywhere in this 
area and to my knowledge 
throughout this country. 

“They are an absolute 
menace because skunk 
cannabis is not a minor 
recreational drug ... it is 
potentially a very serious 
drug which among other 
things can damage mental 
health. 

“You will doubtless be 
deported if the authorities 
do their duty.” 

Richard Holloway, miti¬ 
gating, said: “She was en¬ 
ticed to come to this coun¬ 
try for a better life which 
never materialised.”

With seven nominations and not a 
single win between them, Annette 
Bening and Julianne Moore join 
that illustrious list as two of Hol¬ 
lywood’s greatest and shamefully 
unrewarded actresses. 

They are utterly fearless, willing to 
emotionally expose themselves to 
an audience to expose the human 
frailties of their characters. 

Both should expect further nomi¬ 
nations for their scintillating per¬ 


formances in Lisa Cholodenko’s 
touching comedy, an emotionally 
raw portrait of a family in crisis 
that doesn’t ever become gloomy 
or depressing. 

Control freak doctor Nic (Bening) 
and her long-term partner Jules 
(Moore) have each raised a child, 
Joni (Mia Wasikowska) and Laser 
(Josh Hutcherson), using sperm 
from the same anonymous donor. 
The family unit is secure and 
happy, and the two women lavish 
love upon their well-adjusted teen 
offspring. 

“Come give us hugs,” coos Jules, 
beckoning Laser to the sofa before 
he heads out for the evening. 

“Hug her. It’s what she’s there 
for,” he responds truculently 
pointing to Nic, having reached 
that difficult age when public dis¬ 


plays of affection are unacceptable. 
When Joni and Laser decide to se¬ 
cretly track down their biological 
father, they bring organic restau¬ 
rant owner Paul (Mark Ruffalo) in 
their happy home. 

Paul is a slacker, who rides a mo¬ 
torcycle - a definite no-no for Nic 
- and is sleeping with one of his 
waitresses (Yaya DaCosta). 

Nic understandably feels threat¬ 
ened - “He’s not a father. He’s our 
sperm donor!” - but Jules tries to 
remain calm, accepting a job offer 
from Paul to landscape his garden. 
Unexpected sexual tension be¬ 
tween Jules and Paul threatens 
everything the two women have 
worked so hard to build. 

Co-written by Stuart Blumberg, 
The Kids Are All Right is blessed 
with a razor sharp script littered

S TYLE soars high above 
substance in Legend Of 
The Guardians: The Owls 
Of Ga’Hoole, a visually stun¬ 
ning computer-animated yarn 
torn from the pages of Kathryn 
Lasky’s novels. 

Screening in most cinemas in 
gorgeous 3D, Zack Snyder’s film 
frequently takes our breath 
away with its meticulous 
attention to detail, thrilling 
action and judicious use of slow 
motion in the aerial skirmishes 
between rival factions of birds. 
Unlike so many films released 
in the format, key sequences 
have clearly been designed 
with the technology in mind, 
especially when the camera 
follows behind brave owls as 
they dive-bomb terra firma, 
narrowly avoiding rocks and 
vegetation. 

However, once the initial wow 
wears off, it becomes crushing-

haven’t lavished the same care 
and attention of what comes 
out of the characters’ beaks. 

The flimsy, linear storyline can 
barely stretch to 30 minutes, 
let alone an additional hour, 
and there is little in the way 
of character development or 
emotional depth. 
Impressionable young barn owl 
Soren (Jim Sturgess) and his 
chick sister Eglantine (Adri¬ 
enne DeFaria) hang on the 
every word of their 
father, Noctus (Hugo Weaving), 
when he tells them about the 
legendary guardians who have 
protected their feathered kind 
for generations. 

Soren’s brother Kludd (Ryan 
Kwanten) dismisses such talk 
because no one has ever seen 
the guardians. 

“All because you can’t see 
something doesn’t mean it’s not 
real,” counsels Noctus. 

During an attempt to learn 
to fly, Soren and Kludd are 
captured by sentry owls under 
the control of the villainous 


Metalbeak (Joel Edgerton) and 
his mate, Nyra (Helen Mirren). 
They are putting together an 
army to overthrow the guard¬ 
ians, led by the majestic Boron 
(Richard Roxburgh) and bat¬ 
tle-scarred Ezylryb (Geoffrey 
Rush). 

Soren escapes with a little 
elf owl called Gylfie (Emily 
Barclay) and they make haste 
to find the guardians with the 
help of owl outcasts Digger 
(David Wenham) and 
Twilight (Anthony LaPaglia). 
Meanwhile, Kludd stays 
behind, brainwashed by Nyra 
into realising his true potential 
as an airborne assassin. 

Legend Of The Guardians: The 
Owls Of Ga’Hoole will certainly 
lack some of the pizzazz in 2D 
but for all those jaw-dropping 
aesthetics, it would be nice to 
feel something for Soren and 
his friends as they stare death 
in the eye. 

The owls look similar so when 
they don armour and fly into 
battle, it’s difficult to distin¬ 
guish heroes from villains, and 
vocal performances are pitched 
at the same low growl so one 
Australian actor sounds much 
like the next. 

Only Rush really adds quirki¬ 
ness to his part as the men¬ 
tor who concludes, “What do 
I know? I’m just a tired old 
screech”. 

Regrettably, he’s not the only 
thing about Snyder’s film that 
runs out of puff. 
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HARDCORE punk heroes Gallows re¬ 
turn to Northampton tomorrow night 
for a DJ set at the Soundhouse. 

The band is currently touring across 
the UK and is stopping at the new 
Gold Street venue. 

Gallows released Gray Britain, the 
follow up to their debut Orchestra Of 
Wolves, last year.

The Drive-In and JR Ewing, Orchestra 
Of Wolves was an angry, ugly record, 
capturing the imagination of a gen¬ 
eration of music fans bored by 'scene' 
bands going through the motions.

W E’RE used to judging the road-going 
attributes of compact 4x4 vehicles by 
some fairly lax standards. The rea¬ 
soning goes that such vehicles can be forgiven 
a lot because of their high centre of gravity, 
weighty 4x4 mechanics and rugged off-road 
suspension. 

That’s why we’re often told that a product 
feels quick Tor a 4x4’ or handles neatly Tor a 
4x4’. With its Q5, Audi set out to do things dif¬ 
ferently. It wanted a small off-roader that was 
great on the road, full stop. 

Did it manage it? If any car can provide the 
answer, it’s the mighty Q5 3.0 TDI. 

It’s true that the features which give a 
4x4 its off-road ability tend to serve as a 
hindrance to handling and performance on 
tarmac. Given the fact that most 4x4s are used 
exclusively on the road, this would appear to 
be a good argument for not buying one in the 
first place but there are other advantages. 

People like the high driving position, easy 
access and outdoor image and they’ll happily 
put up with vague steering, a choppy ride and 
lacklustre body control to get them. 

With its Q5, Audi has attempted to mix 
the best bits of a compact 4x4 with hatch¬ 
back handling, a great idea in theory but 
a tough one to execute in practice. 

The Q5 3.0 TDI immediately feels like 
it’s got a lot of engine. The V6 power- 
plant has 237bhp at its disposal and 
that’s some serious clout in a vehicle of 
the Q5’s size, but the crucial figure is the 
368Nm of torque that the engine gener¬ 
ates from l,500rpm up to 3,000rpm. 

When overtaking or accelerating up 
to motorway speed, this torque makes 
the Q5 seem brutally quick and a 0-60mph 
sprint time of 6.5 secs bears this out. 

This Audi 4x4 is quicker in a straight 


line than a Golf GTI and as quick as a BMW 
330i Coupe. Happily, the Q5 can handle all this 
power and feels composed and controllable 
even when you let it off the leash. 

The task of marshalling the power and 
torque from this advanced diesel engine falls 
upon the S-Tronic seven-speed dual clutch 
gearbox that’s standard on the 3.0 TDI Q5. 

This transmission is teetering on the cut¬ 
ting edge of gearbox technology with its twin 
clutch system and clever electronics predict¬ 
ing and engaging the next gear prior to the 
driver selecting it. 

It makes for a lightening fast and buttery- 
smooth transition between ratios, whether 
you’re flipping the paddles in manual mode 
or letting the gearbox take care of the whole 
process. 

The Q5 
might 
not 


be as bold or brash externally as we’ve come 
to expect in the SUV sector but inside, it aims 
to replicate the interior versatility of its most 
sizable rivals. 

Audi’s cabin design and build qual¬ 
ity remains tough to fault and the Q5 also 
includes some clever features that make the 
whole thing more practical to use on a daily 
basis. The rear seat backs can be reclined to 
increase comfort and the whole of the back 
bench can be folded into the floor at a stroke 
by means of a lever in the boot. 

The 3.0-litre TDI engine sits atop the Q5 
range and isn’t what you would call cheap. It’s 
available in SE or S-Line trim with the S-line 
model underlining the car’s sporty flavour. SE 
models have an advanced 10-speaker stereo, 
leather upholstery, 3-zone climate control 

and parking sensors. S-Line models 
have all that plus sports 
suspension, sports seats, 
Xenon headlights with 
LED running 
lights and a 

host of 


other exterior styling upgrades. 

The Q5 goes head to head with the likes of 
Land Rover’s Freelander and BMW’s X3 at the 
plush end of the compact SUV market. It’s the 
BMW that the Q5’s focus on driving dynamics 
and on-road performance will put it in direct 
competition with, while the Freelander will 
probably remain the default choice for buyers 
actually intending to undertake off-road trips. 

Considering the kind of performance that 
the Q5 3.0 TDI can offer, the running costs 
aren’t too bad. Compare the 37.6mpg economy 
and 199g/km emissions with the 42mpg and 
175g/km you get from the significantly slower 
2.0-litre TDI engine and the six-cylinder unit 
doesn’t cost the earth. 

The purchase price, on the other hand, will 
cause some buyers to think twice, even if Au¬ 
di’s usually buoyant residual values will take 
the sting out of the ownership costs when the 
time comes to sell it on. 

Most compact 4x4s are driven on the tarmac 
so it makes sense to buy one that’s designed 
for the job. Audi’s Q5 doesn’t pretend to have 
much by way of off-road ability but on the 
road, it feels perfectly at home, particularly 
with the 3.0-litre TDI engine doing the leg 
work. Fearsome pulling power and neat 
handling make this Q5 a family car that 
can really entertain. 

The price - of from £34,645 on the road 
- and the firm ride are the major draw¬ 
backs to a Q5 3.0 TDI. It certainly won’t 
be the model for everyone as the lesser 
engines in the range fulfil the family car 
role just as well for a lot less. 

Running costs are reasonable for a car 
that can power from standstill to 60mph 
in six and a half seconds and if you want 
a compact 4x4 that can put a smile on your 
face, this is one of a very select breed.

COBBLERS boss Ian Samp¬ 
son said he will always
